Bushnell People Take Possession of 
Carload of Coal. 
Bushnell, 111., March 22.—Made des­ 
perate by being unable to obtain coal 
to heat their homes because the Chica­ 
go, Burlington & Quincy railroad had 
confiscated all the fuel sent to retail 
dealers here, residents of Bushnell, 
headed by Mayor Harris, descended 
upon the railroad yards and carried off 
a carload of coal.

St. Petersburg, March 22.—The im­ 
perial m anifesto and the ukases of 
March 8, which incorporate In the 
fundamental law of the em pire the 
provisions for a national assem bly in 
Russia, promised in the m anifesto last 
fail, are disappointing in many re­ 
spects. 
They constitute neither a con­ 
stitution nor a “bill of rights” for the 
Russian people. They do croate a pop­ 
ular assembly, but the powers granted 
to It are so hedged about with restric­ 
tions and conditions that it will be 
rather a parliament in name than In 
fact. 
N evertheless, by the term s of 
the m anifesto the emperor him self is 
powerless to revoke what he has now 
given. 
This constitutes the great vic­ 
tory which the people have won. They 
at last have an authoritative medium 
through which they can make their 
voice heard, and it is In this assembly 
probably 
that 
the 
great 
historical 
struggle against prerogative and privi­ 
lege will be fought out. 
An examination of the documents 
show's clearly that their purpose has 
been to Intrench the governm ent at 
every point against the assaults of the 
people. 
The council of the empire, or 
upper chamber, as reorganized pro­ 
vides for the election of only half the 
members and these are chosen by the 
nobility, clergy, zem stvos and commer­ 
cial interests, so that with the other 
half directly nominated by the crown 
the government can always interposé 
a decision of the council as a buffer 
between it and the direct representa­ 
tives of the people in the douma or 
lower house.

ant questions, notably m alfeasance in 
-office for.members of the council of the

m issions,” as they are called, of the 
council of tho empire. 
But the com­ 
position of such com m ittees is restrict­ 
ed to the members appointed by the 
emperor. 
Other questions which go to 
similar com m ittees are those relating 
to the 
reports of 
the 
m inister of 
finance on the cash in the treasury and 
savings banks, reports on the state 
pawnshops and matters relating to the 
law of primogeniture and to titles con­ 
ferred by the crown. 
These are all 
subjects which the representatives of 
the people will probably want to in­ 
quire into. 
The main weapon retained 
by the emperor is his power to dis- 
solvo 
parliament 
at 
will. 
This, 
coupled with the government's ability 
to 
promulgate 
"temporary 
laws,” 
leaves the government master of the 
situation whenever it cares to employ 
this means of ridding itself of parlia­ 
ment when the latter has grown too 
inquisitive or troublesome. 
Instead of leaving to the chambers 
the creation of the rules and questions 
of procedure 
which are to govern 
them, they are carefully prescribed 
in the ukases, and it only needs a pe­ 
rusal of the documents by the foreign 
student of parliamentary institutions 
and procedure to make it apparent that 
the cumbersome and complicated ma­ 
chinery devised is largely for the pur 
pose of crippling parliament in its 
struggle 
against 
the 
government. 
Enormous power Is concentrated in the 
hands of the presidents of each house, 
only the president of the lower house 
being elected. 
They have the author­ 
ity to adjourn sessions, order tho clos­ 
ing of the doers during a debate, and 
to a large measure control the publi­ 
cation of the reports of the sittings. 
They also act as tho intermediaries 
for th 
transmission of reports to the 
emperor. 
The work of all committees is done 
in secret.

MomcrOI Laid Before the President 
and Congress. 
W ashington. 
.March 
22.—President 
Roosevelt received a large body of 
representatives of organized labor yes­ 
terday afternoon at the W hite House 
and talked to them about their urgent 
request for 
the enactment of labor 
measures 
now 
pending before 
con­ 
gress. 
Samuel 
Gompers, 
president, 
and 
Frank 
Morrison, 
secretary 
of 
the 
American Federation of Labor, headed 
the 
delegation, 
which 
consisted 
of 
about 100 members of the executive 
council of the American Federation of 
Labor and officials of the organizations 
which comprise ’he federation. 
Prac­ 
tically all of the important labor or­ 
ganizations of the country were repre­ 
sented. 
The men called by appointment at 
the executive offices and were received 
soon afterward by President Roosevelt 
In his private office and the adjoining 
cabinet room. 
Mr. Morrison delivered 
to the president a memorial of the ex­ 
ecutive council of the American feder­ 
ation, urging action on the various de­ 
mands for legislation being made by 
the organized labor interests of the 
country. 
The memorial dwelt particu­ 
larly on the eight-hour law and its en­ 
forcement on government works, in­ 
cluding the Panama canal and the im­ 
migration laws, especially tho Chi­ 
nese exclusion law’s. 
President Roose­ 
velt after listening to the statem ents 
replied in an extended address. 
On 
the subjects of general immigration 
and the exclusion of Chinese labor, the 
president indicated that he was in 
practical accord with them, but on 
some other matters he differed with 
them radically. 
The delegation re­ 
mained with the president about three- 
quarters of an hour, and the subjects 
suggested were considered informally 
after the addresses had been delivered. 
It was agreed that on points of differ­ 
ence the executive council of the fed­ 
eration should appoint a com m ittee of 
three, which should draft the views 
of the organization and submit them to 
the president at a later date. 
Earlier 
in the day the delegation called on 
Speaker Cannon and Senator Frye of 
Maine, president pro tem of the senate, 
and laid before them the same memo­ 
rial which they presented to the presi­ 
dent.
